Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 1—Mayor 
Wallace established headquarters at 
the police station early today, and sald 
he would take personal charge of the 
police department until the strike of 
the union teamsters and chauffeurs, 
which began at midnight last night, {s 
settled.

Paris, Dec. 1—General Porfirto Diaz,

Members of General Diaz's entourage 
point out that the ex-president is | In 
his Sd4th year, and is somewhat deaf, 
and they add that his family agree 
peace and tranquility are essential to 
him. An apartinent has been taken in 
Paris for his occupancy until spring, 
which would tend to confirm the be- 
lief that General. Diaz has no intention 
of going to Mexico. 

Will Pay Interest. 

New York, Dee. 1-—The National 
railways of Mexico will pay the inter- 
est due today, on its $20,000,000 two- 
year six per cent. notes, according to 
announcement made at the company’s 
office Friday. Owing to financial los- 
ses resulting from the internal strife 
in Mexico the ability of the company 
to mect the obligations had been in 
doubt. 

Has Secured Loan. 

Mexteo City, Dec. 1—Government of- 
ficials are authority for the statement 
that General Huerta has secured a 
loan for 7,000,000 pesos. The truth of 
the statement has not been affirmed, 

So great has become the domination 
of the rebels in the gulf coast oil reg- 
ions that it fs said on thelr demand the 
Mextean railway, a British corpora- 
tion of Vera Cruz and Mexico City, has 
agreed not to haul any more fuel ofl 
intended for the National railways, If 
the rebels succeed tn enforcing their 
demand it will seriously cripple fed- 
eral military operations. 

Military Situation. 

The military situation throughout 
the country has shown no improvement 
in the past week so far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned, and there are 
slight indications that much progress 
will ba made the coming week. Steps 
have been taken to strengthen the gar- 
rison at.Tampléo,. but there Js known 
to be a greater force of the rebels to 
the north and west. Whether this 
force will move finally toward the coast 
ov advance toward Monterey Is prob- 
lematical. It is In a position to do 
either, 

'The movement of the rebels south of 
Saltillo toward San Luts Potosi con- 
tinued Saturday, the rebels entering 
Codral, on the branch rallway leading 
to Matahuala, occupled and sacked by 
the rebels carlicr In the year. Federal 
troops have been ‘sent north from San 
Luis Potos! in an effort to. check the 
movement and brisk fighting has oc- 
curred many times in the last few days, 
but without holding back the rebels. 

In the state of Zacatecas, to the west 
of San Luis Potosi, according to goy- 
ernment reports, some advantage has 
been gained by. Huerta’s troops, but 
the mobility of tha rebels has gone far 
toward neutralizing the advances made 
by the government. 

Wilson's Coming Message. 

Mexico City, Dee. 1—The possible 
treatment of the Mexican question: by 
President Wilson's. coming message, 
has aroused considerable interest 
amony the Mexican government oM- 
clals, buc there {s a notable absence of 
alarm because of the deep rooted con- 
viction that neither Intervention nor 
the supplying of arms and ammunition 
to the rebels will be recommended. 

The continuation -of the financial 
blockade President Huerta will not re- 
fard ay a vital blow. to his adminis- 
tration, however enfeebling It may. he. 
Anything short of these- measures. will 
be regarded with comparative com- 
placency by General Huerta, who 1s 
prepared to pursue a dogged course of 
resistance against his enemies, 

But his friends point out that al- 
though the government may be bank- 
rnupt, the provisional president {ts far 
from being without funds, and is not 
likely to be without money so long as 
Institutions and corporations possess 
funds. They are of the opinion that 
the president will not fail for the sake 
of what he considers right to resort to 
foreed loans. Indeed, persuasive meth- 
ods have already been used, and in 
several cases have borne marked sim{- 
larity to the forced loans system. 

In the Mexican republic there are 
many men rated ag milllonalres, and 
corporations whose properties might be 
available for prospective taxation. 
There are milllons to be had for the 
taking and General Huerta'’s admirers 
declare that ha would be acting {n ac- 
cordance with Justice and his duty to 
the country {f he utilized this money 
for defence. 

Special taxes have already been an- 
nounced, which will become effective 
tomorrow and will not at least 35,000,- 
000 pesos ($17,500,000) annually to the 
government. Jt would be quite feas-

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LAW MUST BE CHANGED 
TO EXCLUDE THE HINDU. 

If a decision handed down by Chief Justice Hunter of 
British Columbia in Vancouver Saturday is to become the 
interpretation of the law upon the matter, the Dominion 
parliament will have to manufacture a new statute for the 
restriction of Asiatic immigration if the Pacific Coast is to be 
saved from a devastating influx of Hindus, and the new 
statute will have to be made in a hurry. 

While the Hunter interpretation is merely a technical 
analysis of the wording used in the construction of the statute 
intended to keep the Hindus out, the spirit and effect of the 
judgment is to declare that under the law the government has 
no right to issue orders in council applying to the Hindus 
which would not apply with equal force to immigrants from 
ihe British Isles. In other words, the British Columbia judge 
says that the Hindus are British subjects, and cannot be 
debarred by order in council. 

The situation presented is a serious one. The Hindu, 
as a potential settler, is useless, and an influx of Hindus will 
certainly work terrible havoc on the Pacific Coast. Without 
the initiative to ever become a settler in the proper sense of 
the word, removed by religious fanaticism from any possibility 
of ever taking up the white man’s manner of living, and 
habited by environment and heredity to an outlook upon life 
which makes him no better than a chattel slave, he is a drudge 
tor the few months out of the year when his labor is of value 
to the saw-mills, fisheries and other industries with limited 
seasons of activity, and a menace and a mendicant for the 
remainder of the year. Unsuited to the climate through their 
strange ideas upon food and dress and by their ignorance of 
ihe most ordinary laws of sanitation, the condition of the 
Hindu through a Coast winter is invariably one of such misery 
that the most ordinary promptings of humanity demand that 
large numbers of them be taken care of every year as a public 
charge. But the cities of the Coast cannot continue to do so 
as the number grows, and as there is no machinery by which 
the saw-mills, tisheries, and railway corporations which em- 
ploy them in the summer season at less than a living wage 
can be made to maintain them in winter when they are desti- 
tule, there is only one solution, and that is to keep them out! 
of the country altogether. 

The judgment handed down by Chief Justice Hunter 
mikes it very evident that the law must be changed. 


THE ROOSEVELT FALLACY 
ON FOREIGN TRADE. 

The lack of a plank promising commercial prosperity, 
say friends of Roosevelt, is recognized by the progressive 


leader as the weak point in his programme last year; hence] 


the trip to South America and the probable pronouncimento 
at the psychological moment that in the southern continent 
there lies the opportunity for the development of a United 
States foreign trad.e 

If this is the Roosevelt theory it is bound io fail. United 
Staies cannot meet and defeat the British manufacturer in 
South America except by subtracting the expense from the 
general prosperity of United States. 

The British manufacturer, working under free trade 
conditions, is in a position to offer goods in South America 
at a price which cannot be met by the protection-hampered 


United States manufacturer in any other way than by selling 
abroad cheaper than at home. The effect might be very 
satisfactory for the people of the South American republics, 
but it could scarcely add much to the prosperity of the people 
of United States. So long as the people of United States 
make obeisance to the fetish of protection they have no chance 
to develop a foreign trade except at their own expense. The 
real danger to Britain’s trade supremacy is that United States 
will make this discovery. 


WAS THIS WHAT WAS MEANT 
BY PAPER RAILWAYS? 

When the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia 
railway commences next month to operate trains to the Atha- 
lbasca river there will have been connected up with trans- 
portation a section of country which at some date in the future 
is certain to be the source of supply for a very large pulp wood 
industry, and which district, properly protected, might con- 
tinue to produce this class of wealth for centuries to come. 

In the upper reaches of the Athabasca, below the foot- 
hills, there is a stretch of country which is in every way a 
natural plantation for the character of timber required in the 
paper industry, and which, through the nature of its climate 
and soil, could be more profitably applied to this purpose than 
to any other, The paper-making business in the days to 
come is certain to be one of the big industries of Alberta and 
the E. D. and B. C., not to mention ‘the Alberta and Great 
Waterways, is due to play an important part in the develop- 
ment of the industry. 

Possibly this is what the opposition meant when they 
spoke of “paper railways.” 


REGULATING THE 
UNREGULATABLE. 

During the last session of parliament Mr. Arthur Meighen 
made an elaborate plea for regulation of ocean freight rates 
in the interest of Canada. It was an ingenious argument, but 
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somewhat overlooked the fact that Canada could not regulate 
ocean freight rates unless Great Britain, who owned most of 
the ships, and the United States, who owned most of the rest, 
would agree to the same action. The inspired conservative 
press at once took:the matter up. Chairman Drayton of the 
Railway Commission was sent to England to put it through, 
and throughout Canada the tory press announced that the 
Borden government was going to secure a regulation of ocean 
freight rates which the liberal government could not get and 
had refused to try te get. 

Chairman Drayton went to England; he came back with 
the report that Canada could do nothing in this matter single- 
handed—exactly the conclusion that had been reached without 
any fuss or expense by the liberal government. 


HOLDING “THEM TO IT 
IN CHATEAUGUAY. 

Profiting by the lesson of the Macdonald protest, the 
liberal party does not propose to permit the Chateauguay 
petition to be brought to a close by the simple act of the mem- 
ber handing in his resignation. 

In Chateauguay the charges made are comprehensive 
and, if they can be proven, then Chateauguay, while lacking 
the terrorism and the intimidation which caused liberal 
workers to be arrested in Macdonald, treated to star chamber 


methods, and then released without any attempt to bring |acn 


them to trial, was in some respects quite as bad as Macdonald. 
In Chateauguay the disqualification of the conservative 
candidate for seven years is being asked for, and it will be 
difficult for him to evade responsibility and close down the 
enquiry as was done in Macdonald by the simple act of 
resigning. 


HOW THE ULSTER REBELLION 
WILL APPEAR IN HISTORY. 

Recent declarations by Premier Asquith that home rule 
goes through as it looks, the insurrectionists to the contrary 
notwithstanding, gives the laugh to that pestiferously active 
aggregation of unionists who are so anxious to incite sedition 
to the point of civil war, 

While there can be no doubt that the outcome of the 
Irish situation will be the enforcement of the law exactly as 
passed by the British parliament, the methods of the con- 
servative opposition in the matter will stand as an indictment 
against them for all time. After not only Ireland, but Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales have been given automony and the 
natural divisions of Great Britain are made into a confedera- 
tion of provinces as Canada is, the attempt to incite a rebellion 
in Ireland will remain in the traditions as an evidence that the 
conservatives do not believe in popular government.
